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The Dala Horse 

“ A Colorful Symbol of Sweden 


How come that all tourists leave 
Sweden carrying in their luggage 
a gaily painted little wooden horse, 
'this little toy has become an ex¬ 
tremely popular souvenir from 
Sweden, well-known ail over the 
world. 

The origin of the Dala horse is 
lost in the past. There sometimes 
seem to be as many theories on 
this subject as there are wooden 
horses. It may have begun as a 
toy, it may have been made as 
some kind genuine thing, the stur¬ 
dy little workhorse as characteris¬ 
tic of Dalarna as the independent 
attitutde traditionally shown by its 
native inhabitants. 

The Dala h rse could, perhaps, 
also go as far back as to the days 
of the Vikings who in their pagan 
form of mythical worship held the 
horse in high esteem. 

While the Dala horse in many 
cases, quite naturally, was carved 
lor the children of the farm, it 
was also often used as a token 
form of payment by wayfarers who 
were given a root over their head 
for the night by some hospitable 
farmer. 

By the shores of Lake Siljan in 
Dalarna, the folklore district of 
Sweden, the carving of the Dala 
horse is an unbroken tradition that 
goes back an untold number of 
generations. In the parish of Mora 
there are four villages where Dala 
horses are still made by hand, and 
in one of them one family has 
specialized to the extent that its 
members keep themselves busy 
simply by doing the paint job. 

The horses were traditionally 
made during the winter season 
when the men were idle on the 
farm. A good horse “srulptor” 
could manage as many as a dozen 
a day. Once the horse has been 
carved into its final stage, it is 
left to dry for a week. It is then 
painted in white or bright red or 
dappled. The final and typical Da¬ 
larna touch is the stylized decor, 
highly immaginative, often based 
on a floral motif. 

A fairly recent product of Dala 
handicraft is the wooden rooster 


painted in gay colors. It cannot 
compete with the original Dala 
horse in popularity, however. 

The Dala horse was there when 
the Swedish Pavillion welcomed its 
first visitors at the gala opening 
of the World’s Fair in Paris, 1937. 
It towered over the Swedish Pa¬ 
villion at the Seattle World’s Fair 
in 1962 and was a best-seller at the 
New York World’s Fair a few 
years later. 

Very few products of Swedish 
handicraft have, next to the Smor¬ 
gasbord, become so well-known 
abroad. The Dala horse has given 
Sweden promotion and publicity in 
its form of a symbol of Sweden, 
as a tourist souvenir. This gay 
ry handmade little horse also in a 
way carries a message even about 
the most advanced industry that 
Sweden represents. It is straight 
and clean in its form, it is a 
product of ancient knowledge about 
handicraft, it represents quality 
and it is decorative.

AARHUS PIGEGARDE will give a 2-hour concert. All are Welcome.

What is AARHUS PIGEGARDE? 
It was founded by Music Director, 
Mr. Tachentscher on November 
27th, 1955. At first all the girls 
who joined, personally paid for 
their instruments and uniforms, 
also for the various tours. Today, 
eleven years later, AARHUS PIGE¬ 
GARDE Band consists of a mem¬ 
bership of 58 girl musicians, two 
prefects and one standard bearer, 
plus a captain and a drum major. 

The band is controlled by five 
adults (four men and one woman) 
all having been appointed by the 
girl’s parents for a period of two 
years, and their duties are mani¬ 
fold. The Committee snail engage 
the various musical instructors 
who give lessons in combined band 
performance, one for the orchestra, 
drums, wind instruments, and also 
formation marching. The commit¬ 
tee controls all financial and ad¬ 
ministrative aspects and shall se¬ 
cure engagements, mainly in con¬ 
junction with city festivals or ce¬ 
lebrations of various types, pur¬ 
chase new instruments, music copy 
and arrange for uniforms, etc. It 
is also the committee’s responsi¬ 
bility to See that each girl takes 
private lessons, that she meets re¬ 
gularly for same and that her ap¬ 
pearance is up to the standard re¬ 
quired. 

Each girl must be 11 years old, 
but not over 14 years on applica¬ 
tion to AARHUS PIGEGARDE. 

Girls pay a membership fee of 
approximately one dollar per 
month and they also pay a fee for 


the use of the instruments (which 
are the property of Aarhus Pige- 
gardes) and also to hire the uni¬ 
form and regalia. Practice periods 
are held twice weekly for two- 
hourly periods and parade march¬ 
ing once weekly for one hour. 

The instruments include clari¬ 
nets, saxaphone, horns, trumpets, 
tenorhorn, drums, one bass drum 
and a section consisting of bass 
drum, side drums and eight wind 
instruments, and a drum major. 

Their musical standard is of a 
very high quality. The standard is 
increasing due to the fact that all 
instructors are from the Aarhus 
Symphonic Orchestra which in 
turn is well known in both Den¬ 
mark and the Continent. The girl’s 
uniform is a copy of the King Ro¬ 
yal Guard’s uniform. 

This concert will be of interest 
to children in the same age brack¬ 
et as these young musicians.

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Is history a chain of happenings? 


“It was just a happening”, said 
Dr. Helge Ingstadt when a news¬ 
man asked the noted Norwegian 
writer and archeologist what had 
brought him and his archeologist 
wife to Ottawa. 

But Ottawa correspondents are 
seasoned men. Knowing well that 
cause and effect sometimes add 
up to the best stories of a hap¬ 
pening, they usually manage to ex¬ 
tract its prenatal history. So Dr. 
Ingstadt told them that he had 
been asked to Lecture at Yale Uni¬ 
versity on remnants of ancient vi¬ 
king settlements found by the Ing- 
stadts on the eastern coast of New¬ 
foundland. “Then the Norwegian 
consulate said we should come 
here as well and that we ought 
to see Expo.” 

Anything can happen in Ottawa, 
especially in Centennial year, and 
it was just a happening that I 
crossed the street from Parliament 
Hill on May 4th and walked into 
the new Ottawa press gallery 
Building just in time to join the 
press conference with the Ing- 
stadts. 

It was just a happening that the 
controversial Yale map was found. 
L it is genuine and as old as 
scholars believe, it proves beyond 
doubt the viking discovery of North 
America. 

It was just a happening, too, that 
yet another map turned up for Dr. 
Ingstadt in Hungary, of all places. 
Dating back to 1599, the map, 
showing the course oi navigators 
from Iceland and Greenland, is 
believed to have originated in 
Iceland. Though he believes the 
map to be authentic, Dr. Ingstadt 
has not given it much publicity 
pending further study. 

“How did that happen, Dr. 
Ingstadt?” asked a reporter. 

He was told that after writing an 
article about his discoveries in 
Newfoundland in 1962 for The Na¬ 
tional Geographical Magazine, Dr. 
Ingstadt had received a great num¬ 
ber of letters from all parts of the 
world. One of them put him on 
the track of the 368-year-old map. 

And what but a happening in the 
spring of 1960 led the Ingstadts to 
the indisputable traces of North 
European culture on a North 
American coast? 

It was at St. Anthony, the site of 
the Dr. Grenfell mission, that they 
were told of strange objects some¬ 
times found in a nearby area used 
as pasture for generations, because 
it is excellent grassland and the 
bay is so narrow there that navi¬ 
gation is difficult. 

LEFT NO CALLING CARD 

“Leif Eirikson did not leave a 
calling card in 978,” he said, “but 
we found the overgrown ruins of 
the kind of houses built in Norway 
and Iceland in the tenth century. 

There were eight home sites, a 
terrace and a smithy of the kind 
used to produce iron in the old 
Norse way.” 

The houses were built of turf in 
the old Nordic way, and since 
stone is scarce in this area of 
Newfoundland, even the walls 


around the village, which are now¬ 
here higher than two feet, were 
built of turf. Slate was used in the 
fireplaces found by the Ingstadts 
and in the roofs. Big slabs of slate 
covered the smoke holes which 
served as chimneys.' The largest 
house of six rooms included the 
inevitable great hall, so often the 
scene of feasting and revelry de¬ 
scribed in the old Icelandic sagas. 

Preserved for posterity, too, by 
the soil of the Newfoundland 
pasture were a few soapstone 
spindles used by the women of the 
settlement to spin into thread the 
wool of the sheep they brought 
r rom their homeland. These were 
the spindles used in Norway, Ice¬ 
land and Greenland at the time, 
Dr. Ingstadt said, adding that since 
no soapstone was found in Iceland, 
the Norse settlers there imported 
their soapstone from Norway and 
continued to do so. 

A reporter wanted to know if the 
village would be restored. “Not 
restored,” Mrs. Ingstadt said, “but 
the ruins will be conserved and a 
museum built for the artefacts,” 
said her husband: “Joey is very 
interested.” 

LUMP OF ANTHRACITE 

It is remarkable how happenings 
so commonplace as to rate no 
place at all in the written records 
of an era can pop up in the form 
of a small lump of anthracite to 
rip holes in old dogmas and per¬ 
haps cause a break-through in his¬ 
tory. 

An information officer from the 
Norwegian consulate in Ottawa 
brought up the matter of the anth¬ 
racite coal. None of it had ever 
been mined in Greenland, Iceland 
or Norway, he said, yet some had 
been found in the settlement found¬ 
ed in Greenland by Eric the Red, 
the father of Leif the Lucky. 

Reminded that no anthracite was 
known to exist in Newfoundland, 
Dr. Ingstadt said that fragments of 
this coal had been found in the 
Greenland settlement, leading to 
speculation that the vikings may 
have ventured as far as Rhode 
Island. 

SAGAS HAVE THE ANSWERS 

I listened to the questions. Did 
they bring domestic animals? Why 
didn’t the settlement endure? The 
answers were a scientist’s cautious 
response to lively layman curio¬ 
sity. Assertive only when scientific 
findings substantiated the accounts 
of the sagas, they lacked the color 
and drama of that epic literature, 


as all bare factual statements 
must. 

They found that a fire had de¬ 
stroyed one of the houses, Dr. Ing¬ 
stadt said. One of the sagas puts 
the blame for that disaster on 
Leif’s sister Freydis. That red¬ 
headed firebrand burned down one 
of the houses with its inhabitants 
out of malice born of jealousy and 
wounded pride. A daughter of Eric 
the Red and a slave girl, Freydis 
was the apple of her father’s eye 
and occupied the place of a daugh¬ 
ter in his household. 

Why did the settlement not en¬ 
dure? Dr. Ingstadt reminded hte 
newsmen that there were not. very 
many of these first white men 
against the hordes of natives who 
resented their intrusion, and “they 
did not have guns like Columbus. 
They came much earlier.” 

There is a story, though, in one 
of the sagas that amused me as a 
youngster. A bull was let loose to 
rush at a party of warring natives 
in roaring fury. The strange mon¬ 
ster put the enemy to flight, and 
there is the answer to the question 
of the first domestic animals in 
Canada. 

NO MERE CHANCE 

Happenings? 

Perhaps. But let’s not wait for 
them to come about of their own 
accord. Certainly modern scientists 
wouldn’t stumble upon all this 
fascination if they weren’t thinkers 
with physical energy and a will to 
dig, and if the vikings had not 
been master mariners and men of 
restless initiative in the first place. 

And this Canada of 1967, with 
its arts and its industries, its great 
new national library building, 
equipped for the enlightenment of 
men, its Parliament and its grow- 
ng renown among the nations? Is 
t just a happening — a creature of 
blind fate, blunders and accidents? 

Partly, perhaps. But human ini¬ 
tiative, vision, genius and blind 
courage, when blindness was es¬ 
sential to achievement, are the 
main ingredients of the fate that 
shaped its destiny — the fate that 
drove its many explorers across 
the boundless, rugged, hazardous 
miles of land and water. 

And now, in the twentieth cen¬ 
tury, this spirit is driving us to ex¬ 
plore our past beyond the begin¬ 
nings of our own recorded history.
